Doctor Warns 
Gountry-Again; 
About X-Rays 

WASHINOTOH; April a3"im— New 
wamlngi hare been sounded against 
unchecked use of X-nys for treat- 
ment and diagnosis. 
' Tbey were voiced by Dr. H. Bent- 
ley Olaaa, a geneticist, who said 
peacetime ami of radiation may be 
doing more hereditary harm to man 
than has been supposed. 

At the same time Olass said ra- 
dioactive -fallout from nuclear 
wcispons tests Is "not significant" 
from the standpoint of genetic dam-^ 
age to mankind. 

Olass, of Johns Hopkins unjyer- 
alty told' the Nations r Academy of 
Sciences yesterday that new esti- 
mates Indicate human beings are' 
getting mdre X-radlatlon than was 
belltved as recently u last June. 

Be also said currently recoin- 
mended ute radiation Umlta may 
have to be sharply reduced If some 
new speculations on genetic damage 
rat«s are t»me out by Investigation. 

Science has established that ra- 
diation— whether from cosmic ra>-s, 
radloaotlrs minerals, atomio bombs 
or X-iaya— dsinagea the hereditary 
matsrlal of germ cells or cenea and 
that the damage Is passed on from 
fenmtlon to generntlon. 

The amount of genetic damage 
depends on the amount of radiation 
accumulated over the years. The 
resulting handicaps bred Into the 
nee may be so sUght u to be Im- 
perceptible or so severe as to cripple 
or kill. 

The rMa has adjusted to.' or at 
least "learned to Ure with." bsck- 
grov^nd radiation. Bod genes ttni to 
rbreed. .out." . good .ones . to . survive. 
What worriet the geneticists la the 
radiation man has added to bU 
normal burden.
